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GERMAN  IMPERIAL  SILVER.

The  German  coinage  prior  to  1870  was,  like  the  German  political  scene,  chaotic. 
Thalers,  groschen,  and  double  thalers  were  minted  independently  by  each  of  38 
different  states,  some  of  which  were  hardly  bigger  than  counties.  The  great  Prussian 
statesman,  Bismarck,  forged  all  these  states  into  unity  of  a  sort — the  German  Empire 
was  his  creation,  and  with  Prussia  as  the  dominant  state,  and  the  King  of  Prussia  as 
German  Emperor,  the  Empire  was  proclaimed  in  1871.  However,  25  states  or  Free 
Cities  retained  an  independence  (in  theory). 

In  effect,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  larger  states,  virtually  the  only  rights  these 
monarchies  had  left  to  them  was  to  exhibit  the  head  of  their  “  ruler  ”  on  their 
coins.  Bismarck  had  undertaken  the  long  awaited  monetary  reform,  and  to  facilitate 
easier  trade  throughout  the  Empire  instituted  one  coinage  for  every  state.  The  new 
unit  of  currency  was  the  Mark,  very  nearly  equal  to  one  shilling  (20  mark  =  19/7). 

Almost  without  exception,  the  Imperial  Eagle  of  Germany  appears  on  the 
reverse  of  these  coins,  but  because  of  the  practice  of  placing  the  head  of  one’s  own  ^ 
king  or  duke  on  the  coins  of  any  one  state,  a  vast  series  of  coins  was  struck  over  the 
span  of  only  just  over  forty  years. 

A  volume  is  needed  to  cover  all  the  issues,  therefore  only  those  of  Prussia,  being 
the  dominant  state,  are  examined  here.  Such  a  large  state  has  a  wide  range  of  issues, 
whereas  many  of  the  very  small  states  issued  coins  only  spasmodically. 


William  I  and  Frederick  III 

The  first  German  Emperor  had  been  King  of  Prussia  for  ten  years  before  his 
elevation  to  this  title,  and  by  the  time  of  issue  of  his  first  coins  as  Emperor  in  1874, 
had  already  features  with  all  the  venerability  an  Emperor  could  wish  for.  79  years 
old,  his  profile,  with  the  bushy  moustache  and  side- whiskers,  cut  an  imposing  portrait 
on  the  somewhat  limited  issues  of  his  reign. 

Only  the  5-  and  2-mark  pieces  were  produced  bearing  his  portrait,  coins  of  1 
mark  and  lower  (|  mark  or  50  pfennig,  25,  10,  5,  2,  and  1  pf.)  being  of  uniform 
design  throughout  the  Empire,  bearing  on  the  obverse  the  value  within  a  wreath,  and 
being  distinguishable  for  place  of  mintage  only  by  the  mintmark  (A  for  Prussia, 
Berlin  mint).  The  German  Eagle  is  displayed  on  the  reverse  with  that  pompous  stare 
so  common  to  Imperial  heraldic  beasts,  wings  and  talons  outstretched,  and  bearing 
on  its  body  a  shield,  on  which  the  eagle  of  the  Hohenzollerns  (Prussia’s  reigning 
dynasty)  is  engraved,  encircled  with  the  collar  of  the  Order  of  the  Black  Eagle.  It 
is  worthy  of  note  that  the  eye  never  tires  of  this  design,  which,  since  it  appears  on  ^ 
virtually  every  German  coin,  says  much  in  its  favour.  I|| 

Around  the  obverse  rim  is  the  legend  “  William  German — Emperor  King  of 
Prussia,”  and  on  the  edge  of  all  coins  above  two  marks  in  value  is  “  Gott  Mit  Uns,” 
firmly  incuse. 

1888  was  the  Year  of  the  Three  Emperors.  By  January,  William,  already  ninety- 
one,  was  on  his  death-bed,  and  his  son  Frederick  was  almost  dead  from  the  agonising 
effects  of  cancer  of  the  throat.  William  won  this  gruesome  race  to  death  in  January 
and  his  son  ascended  the  throne  as  Frederick  III,  already  able  to  breathe  only  by 
means  of  a  silver  tube  inserted  through  his  neck  below  the  growth  which  now 
blocked  his  throat. 

It  is  our  misfortune  that  Frederick  died  after  only  99  days  as  Emperor,  for  he 
had,  undoubtedly,  the  capability  and  active  desire  to  avoid  such  breaches  and  actions 
which  were  to  lead  to  the  First  World  War.  Had  Frederick  lived,  we  would  have 
suffered  neither  this  nor  the  Nazis.  He  died  before  seeing  the  coins  (5-  and  2-marks) 
issued  in  his  name.  His  portrait  is  really  worthy  of  an  Emperor,  the  long  moustache 
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and  full,  flowing  beard  being  readily  associated  with  the  typical  “  image  ”  of  European 
hierarchy  of  that  period.  Thus  in  March  1888,  the  third  and  last  German  Emperor 
assumed  his  duties  as  “  God’s  representative  on  Earth  ”  (in  spite  of  such  quotes 
about  himself,  William  II  had  great  strength  of  character  and  many  admirable 
qualities,  but  because  of  those  omissions  to  his  perception  so  vital  to  a  ruler  is  much 
misunderstood,  and  quite  incorrectly  blamed  for  the  First  World  War). 

Three  different  monarchs  can  therefore  be  seen  on  coins  of  one  date. 

William  II 

By  the  time  dies  for  William’s  1888  coinage  were  operational,  the  year  was  well 
through,  and  consequently  the  5-  and  2-mark  pieces  bearing  his  head  with  this  date 
are  quite  rare.  1891  saw  an  important  change  in  the  whole  German  coinage — the 
modification  of  the  Imperial  Eagle.  The  new  specimen  has  a  smaller  head  and  body, 
but  the  wings  are  much  increased  in  area  so  that  the  field  is  virtually  eliminated.  The 
^  new  eagle  is  no  less  effective  than  its  predecessor. 

"  The  3-mark  piece  was  not  introduced  until  1908,  bearing,  as  do  the  other  regular 
denominations,  the  young  bust  of  the  Kaiser.  Phrenologists  generally  acknowledge 
that  William  had  a  finely-shaped  head,  and  the  famous  moustache,  turned  sharply 
up  at  the  ends,  needs  no  description.  This  portrait  was  used  up  to  1912  with  few 
modifications,  though  at  one  stage  a  somewhat  unlikely  change  in  the  shape  of 
William’s  nose  is  observed! 

In  1890,  William  had  dismissed  Bismarck.  An  interesting  anecdote  tells  how  the 
Iron  Chancellor,  seething  with  righteous  indignation,  tendered  coins  for  his  pur¬ 
chases  reverse  upwards,  so  as  not  to  “  look  upon  that  false  face.”  Bismarck  was  a 
lucky  man,  if  only  he  knew  it,  for  in  1890,  almost  any  coin  bearing  William’s  portrait 
was  a  rare  one. 

The  first  commemorative  coinage  proper  was  issued  in  1901  (a  semi-official 
“  thaler  ”  was  issued  in  1894  to  celebrate  the  apparent  “  Reconciliation  ”  between 
the  Kaiser  and  Bismarck).  In  1701,  Frederick  I  had  consolidated  his  position  as 
Elector  of  Brandenburg  and  increased  his  status  to  “  King  in  Prussia.”  This  land¬ 
mark  in  Prussian  history  was  commemorated  200  years  later  by  the  special  issue  of 
5-  and  2-mark  pieces.  The  conjoined  busts  of  Frederick  and  William  are  displayed 
facing  left,  the  Kaiser  in  cuirassier’s  uniform,  and  wearing  the  well-known  eagle- 
crested  helmet.  Both  monarchs  stare  majestically  ahead,  as  the  Kaiser  no  doubt 
liked  to  picture  himself,  gazing  “  a  la  Siegfreid  ”  from  a  windswept  clifftop  at  some 
Wagnerian  sunset.  Everything  Prussian— all  the  militarism,  aspirations,  and  pride 
of  that  state — is  captured  in  the  design  of  this  one  issue,  and  the  Kaiser,  with  his 
^  love  of  resplendent  uniforms,  must  have  been  highly  satisfied  with  this  coin. 

Henceforth  the  regular  coinage  continued  without  elaboration  until,  in  1910,  a 
3-mark  piece  was  minted  to  celebrate  the  centenary  of  Berlin  University.  The 
unusual  feature  of  this  coin  is  the  rather  wide  rim  on  the  obverse,  which  shows  the 
conjoined  portraits  of  William  and  Frederick  William  III,  King  of  Prussia  in  1810. 
This  issue  was  followed  up  in  1911  by  a  similar  issue  to  commemorate  the  centenary 
of  Breslau  University. 

1913  was,  numismatically,  quite  eventful  for  Prussia,  with  two  commemorative 
issues  and,  at  last,  a  revision,  albeit  limited,  of  the  regular  coinage.  This  revision  was 
restricted  in  its  scope,  only  a  5-mark  piece  being  issued  as  a  non-commemorative 
denomination  (excl.  1  mark,  etc.).  The  Kaiser’s  portrait  is  brught  more  up  to  date, 
and  he  is  now  arranged  in  cuirass  and  orders  (though  without  his  helmet)  much  as 
on  the  1901  issues.  The  general  effect  is  pleasing,  but  the  Kaiser’s  head  appears  to  be 
placed  rather  awkwardly  on  his  shoulders  when  the  design  is  encountered  in  worn 
condition. 
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1913  was  the  25th  year  of  William’s  reign,  and  Prussia  commemorated  this  event 
in  true  patriotic  style  with  the  issue  of  3-  and  2-mark  pieces.  The  portrait  is  obviously 
intimately  related  to  that  on  the  new  5-mark  piece,  but  William’s  shoulders  are  less 
obliquely  inclined  to  the  face  of  the  coin,  and  the  defect  of  the  parallel  design  is  thus 
eliminated.  Also,  in  this  design,  much  more  work  has  been  put  into  the  Kaiser’s 
features.  And  just  so  that  the  Prussians  knew  what  the  issue  was  intended  to 
commemorate,  the  relevant  dates  were  placed  beneath  the  cuirass. 

Now  we  reach  one  of  those  rare  innovations  in  the  German  coinage — an  issue 
without  the  Imperial  Eagle.  After  all,  the  event  to  commemorate  was  particularly 
special:  From  1806  onwards,  Prussia’s  fortunes  were  at  their  lowest  ebb.  France  had 
dealt  out  punishment  liberally,  and  it  was  only  with  considerable  effort  that  Frederick 
William  eventually  inspired  enough  active  affection  in  his  people  to  stimulate  a 
resistance  sufficiently  effective  to  give  Prussia  a  profitable  share  in  France’s  downfall 
in  1815.  Prussia’s  turn  for  the  better  came  with  the  King’s  desperate  direct  appeal 
to  his  people  in  1813 — the  “  An  Mein  Volk.”  To  do  this,  as  the  legend  on  the  3-  and 
2-mark  commemoratives  of  1913  says,  “  Der  Konig  Rief  und  Alle  Alle  Kamen  ” — in 
effect,  The  King  Called  and  Everyone  Answered. 

These  coins  are  virtually  medallions.  On  one  side  is  the  King,  mounted,  in  the 
midst  of  quite  a  “  cross-section  ”  of  his  people,  among  whom  General  Blucher  can 
be  distinguished.  On  the  opposite  side  is  an  equally  striking  representation  of  an 
eagle  attacking  a  serpent-symbolic,  but  completely  non-heraldic,  with  muscles  and 
feathers  portrayed  with  a  genuinely  beautiful  effect. 

In  1914  the  new  5-mark  piece  was  continued,  about  1|  million  being  struck,  and 
was  joined  by  a  3-mark  piece  of  identical  design.  Now  the  coinage  of  royal  Prussia 
is  virtually  finished,  only  one  more  issue  being  worthy  of  note — the  rare  3-mark 
piece  struck  in  1915  to  commemorate  the  union  of  Mansfeld  with  Prussia  (part  of  the 
fruits  of  victory  in  1815).  The  obverse  shows  the  patron  saint  of  that  state,  George, 
slaying  the  ever  unfortunate  Dragon,  and  is  strongly  indicative  (the  design  leaves 
almost  no  field)  of  some  of  the  later  medallic  coins  issued  by  the  Weimar  Republic. 

In  view  of  the  continued  issue  of  coinage  in  Britain  throughout  the  years  of  the 
First  World  War,  it  is  a  disappointing  surprise  that  the  eclipse  caused  by  the  War  on 
German  coinage  is  almost  total.  Regular  silver  ceased  (with  the  exception  of  1-mark 
pieces  and  less)  in  1914,  and  the  last  commemorative  issue  was  that  just  described. 
The  War,  of  course,  ended  this  coinage  for  ever.  It  can  only  be  wondered  if,  had  the 
German  Empire  remained  as  such  after  1918,  the  hitherto  consistently  excellent 
standard  of  coinage  maintained  would  have  deteriorated  as  has  that  of  the  design  of 
our  own  coins. 


EARLY  PLANTAGENET  COINAGE.

By  the  fourth  decade  of  the  14th  century  there  was  a  very  high  proportion  of 
light-weight  and  base  coin  in  circulation.  Little  money  was  minted  in  the  first  5 
years  of  the  reign  of  Edward  III,  and  to  provide  money  for  domestic  use  and  attract 
bullion  to  the  mint  it  was  decided  to  issue  |d.  and  |d.  at  10  oz.  fine,  i.e.  Ve  part 
alloy.  This  was  the  first  occasion  since  the  Conquest  that  coin  had  been  officially 
issued  below  the  ancient  standard  fineness  of  11  oz.  2  dwt.,  and  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  these  base  coins  were  expressly  not  legal  tender  for  the  payment  of  the 
king’s  taxes. 
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In  1337  there  began  the  100  Years  War  and  Edward  was  faced  with  the  necessity 
of  raising  large  sums  of  money  to  maintain  his  armies.  In  that  year  he  made  the  wool 
trade  a  royal  monopoly,  purchasing  the  wool  crop  at  a  price  fixed  by  himself  and 
selling  it  in  Flanders.  He  did  the  same  in  1338  and  1340,  and  in  that  year  he  raised 
the  export  duty  on  wool  from  6s.  8d.  to  40s.  per  sack.  Over  a  million  pounds  were 
raised  during  the  first  5  years  of  the  war  from  the  wool  trade  alone,  and  as  most  of 
this  money  was  spent  abroad  there  was  even  less  silver  available  at  home  for  a  reform 
of  the  currency.  In  an  effort  to  reverse  the  position  merchants  were  required  to 
bring  back  to  England  2  marks  of  silver  for  every  sack  of  wool  exported.  At  160  pence 
to  the  mark  this  meant  £\  6s.  8d.  per  sack. 

In  1343  it  was  decided  that,  as  the  mass  of  coins  in  circulation  was  light  in  weight, 
it  would  be  useless  to  issue  heavy  coins  which  would  immediately  be  gleaned  for 
clipping  or  export,  so  instead  a  lighter  penny  was  struck  weighing  only  20.3  grains 
against  22^  grains,  a  reduction  of  10%,  266  pence  now  being  cut  from  tower  pound 
^  weight  of  sterling  silver,  as  against  242  i  of  the  old  pence.  In  1345  the  market  price 
of  bullion  was  still  above  the  price  the  mint  was  paying,  so  the  weight  of  the  penny 
was  again  reduced  to  20.15  grains,  two  pennies  extra  being  cut  out  of  the  Tower 
pound.  These  lighter  coins  are  the  so-called  “  Florin  ”  type  pennies. 

These  changes  were  probably  hardly  noticed  by  the  general  public,  though  the 
merchants  were  aware  of  what  had  been  done,  and  Parliament,  which  just  prior  to 
the  recoinage  had  recommended  that  “  good  sterlings,  of  the  weight  and  alloy  of  the 
old  sterlings,  should  be  current  in  England,”  petitioned  the  King  not  to  alter  the 
money  in  future  without  the  consent  of  Parliament. 

In  the  year  1348  bubonic  plague,  the  “  Black  Death,”  which  had  been  sweeping 
through  Asia  and  Europe,  reached  these  shores.  It  passed  slowly  but  surely  from 
town  to  town,  being  at  its  most  virulent  in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1349.  It  has 
been  estimated  that  over  one-third  and  possibly  one-half  of  the  entire  population 
perished  in  a  period  of  eighteen  months.  [It  is  a  sobering  thought  that  today  the 
same  result  could  be  achieved  by  other  means  in  a  matter  of  seconds]. 

One  effect  of  the  epidemic  was  to  double  the  amount  of  money  available  per  head 
of  the  population.  The  surplus  of  money  led  to  quantities  of  it  being  illegally  ex¬ 
ported;  labour  was  scarce,  so  wage-rates  and  then  prices  began  to  rise  rapidly. 
Parliament  met  for  the  first  time  since  the  Plague  in  1351,  because,  as  the  King  said, 
“  servants  and  labourers  would  not  work  as  they  should,  and  because  treasure  was 
carried  out  of  the  kingdom  and  the  realm  was  destitute  of  money.” 


It  was  decided  to  make  new  coins  that  would  be  so  light  that  it  would  no  longer 
be  profitable  to  export  them.  Accordingly  the  pence  of  Edward’s  fourth  coinage 
were  cut  down  to  18  grains  (300  being  cut  from  the  Tower  pound).  At  the  same  time 
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the  groat  was  re-introduced  as  well  as  a  twopence  or  groat.  This  measure  did 
attract  a  great  deal  of  silver  to  the  mint  and  no  further  change  in  the  standard  of  the 
coinage  was  made  for  half  a  century. 

In  the  year  1337  at  the  outbreak  of  the  100  Years  War  with  the  kings  of  France, 
Edward  III  began  striking  gold  florins  for  his  Dukedom  of  Aquitaine,  imitating  the 
design  of  the  Florentine  original.  In  January  1344  he  decided  to  embark  on  another 
English  gold  coinage,  and  for  this  purpose  he  procured  the  services  of  two  Florentine 
goldsmiths.  They  produced  a  very  fine  coin — the  Florin  or  Double  Leopard — which 
at  108  grains  was  double  the  weight  of  the  continental  florin  and  was  valued  at  6s. 
The  design,  the  king  seated  on  an  ornate  throne,  was  copied  from  the  French  Parisis 
Por  of  Philip  de  Valois,  and  it  also  publicly  proclaimed  Edward  to  be  “  King  of 
France.”  The  two  known  specimens  were  not  discovered  until  1857  when  they  were 
found  by  two  boys  playing  in  the  mud  of  the  River  Tyne.  Three  specimens  are 
known  of  the  .V  florin  or  Leopard  (2  in  B.M.),  and  the  |  florin  or  Helm  completes 
the  series.  All  these  coins  have  biblical  inscriptions  in  Latin: 

Double  Leopard — “  But  Jesus,  passing  through  the  midst  of  them,  went  his 
way  ’’—Luke  IV,  30. 

Leopard — “  Lord,  rebuke  me  not  in  Thine  anger  ” — Psalm  VI,  1. 

Helm — “  He  shall  be  exalted  in  glory  ” — Psalm  CXH,  9. 

The  coinage  lasted  for  6  months  only  as  the  ratio  of  gold  to  silver  had  been  set 
too  high  and  there  was  difficulty  in  getting  the  coins  accepted. 


Accordingly  in  August  1344  a  much  heavier  coin  replaced  the  florin.  This  was 
the  Noble  of  136|  grains  which  was  valued  at  6s.  8d.  (i  mark).  The  observe  has  the 
king  standing  in  a  ship,  and  probably  refers  to  the  naval  might  of  England  following 
the  defeat  of  the  French  fleet  at  Sluys  in  1340.  The  earliest  Nobles  and  i-  Nobles  have 
an  L  (for  London)  in  the  centre  of  the  reverse :  later  coins  have  an  E,  the  initial  letter 
of  the  king’s  name.  The  first  nobles  were  undervalued  and  the  weight  was  adjusted 
in  1346  to  128  grains;  it  was  again  decreased  in  weight  to  120  grains  in  the  currency 
reform  of  1351  when  the  silver  was  also  adjusted,  as  we  have  seen.  This  4th  coinage 
Noble  was  a  smaller  neater  coin,  and  together  with  its  half  and  quarter  set  the  pattern 
for  the  English  gold  coinage  of  the  next  100  years. 

We  should  not  over-estimate  the  importance  of  our  early  gold  coinage.  It  can  be 
argued  that  this  country  was  never  really  on  bi-metallic  system  of  currency  (a  system 
that  requires  a  stable  relationship  of  value  between  two  metals  and  complete  inter¬ 
changeability).  Silver  was  our  main  currency  and  the  silver  penny  the  basic  unit  to 
which  higher  coins  were  rated — our  gold  coinage  was  ancilliary  to  the  silver,  chiefly 
used  as  a  matter  of  convenience  for  large  transactions  and  in  international  commerce. 

We  have  seen  some  of  the  difficulties  which  faced  the  authorities  in  the  Middle 
Ages  in  their  struggle  to  maintain  a  sound  currency.  At  the  time  there  seemed  no 
real  and  permanent  solution.  So  long  as  a  coin  was  required  to  have  an  intrinsic 
value  equivalent  to  its  face  value  it  was  liable  to  clipping  or  exportation  whenever 
the  bullion  rate  went  up  or  down.  The  situation  was  not  finally  resolved  until  our 
present  token  coinage  was  instituted  a  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago. 
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GREAT  RE-COINAGE  OF  1696-1698.

In  order  to  understand  fully  the  reasons  for  the  great  re-coinage  of  1696,  it  is 
first  necessary  to  consider  the  economic  climate  of  this  country  from  about  the 
middle  of  the  seventeenth  century,  that  is  approximately  the  time  of  the  Reformation 
onwards.  At  this  time,  this  country  was  beginning  to  emerge  as  an  industrial  and 
commercial  nation  and  its  economy  was  in  a  state  of  transition  from  its  original 
agricultural  basis. 

Their  was  a  fair  amount  of  gold  coinage  in  circulation  but  as  its  value  was 
generally  too  high  for  use  in  ordinary  transactions  the  principal  medium  of  exchange 
was  the  silver  coinage  of  which  there  was  a  great  scarcity.  This  scarcity  of  silver  coins 
had  the  effect  of  depressing  trade  and  lowering  prices. 

As  is  well  known  Louis  XIV  did  not  support  William  Ill’s  claim  to  the  throne 
^  and  this  resulted  in  the  outbreak  of  the  War  of  the  English  Succession  between 
France  and  England  and  Holland  in  1688.  Prices  of  imported  raw  materials  began 
to  rise  immediately.  Large  amounts  of  silver  coin  were  melted  down  into  bullion  to 
be  exported  in  payment  for  necessary  imports,  a  fact  which  further  tended  to 
aggravate  the  already  severe  shortage  of  silver  coin.  In  1694,  after  the  death  of  Queen 
Mary,  political  moves  in  this  country  to  secure  a  Jacobite  succession  prompted  a 
flight  from  sterling  by  certain  foreign  investors  and  this  together  with  the  serious 
state  of  the  silver  coinage  caused  a  serious  drop  in  the  rate  of  exchange  as  against  the 
Dutch  gilder.  The  fall  in  the  exchange  rate  in  1695  was  also  due  in  large  measure  to 
the  considerable  payments  made  by  the  Bank  of  England  to  support  the  British 
armed  forces  stationed  in  the  Netherlands.  All  this  created  a  serious  balance  of 
payments  crisis.  Consequent  upon  the  rise  in  price  of  imports,  consumer  goods  on 
the  home  market  rose  in  price  also.  Crops  in  1695  were  rather  poor,  resulting  in 
higher  prices  for  agricultural  commodities,  also  the  calling  in  of  the  worn  silver  coin 
of  this  period  led  people  to  buy  as  they  believed  that  their  coins  would  no  longer  be 
valid  after  a  certain  date.  Although  as  we  shall  see  later,  the  recall  of  silver  coins  was 
not  authorised  by  Parliament  until  December  of  1695,  rumours  regarding  the  recall 
of  the  silver  coin  had  been  circulating  for  many  months  before  this.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  here  figures  given  by  Haynes,  sometime  Assay  Master  to  the  Mint  in  a 
monograph  “  Brief  Memories  Relating  to  the  Silver  and  Gold  Coins  of  England  ” 
written  between  1700  and  1702.  These  figures  relate  the  amount  of  silver  coined 
from  the  reign  of  Edward  VI  up  to  1696  to  the  amount  remaining  in  circulation 
in  1695. 

\  It  is  significant  to  note  that  whereas  over  75®  o  of  tho  coins  of  Elizabeth  and  over 
60%  of  the  coins  of  James  I  had  disappeared  by  the  end  of  the  period  under  con¬ 
sideration,  out  of  300,000  pounds  worth  of  silver  coins  under  Edward  VI  and  Queen 
Mary,  290,000  were  still  in  circulation  in  1695;  I  find  this  rather  difficult  to  believe 
but  if  it  w’ere  true  these  coins  of  Edward  VI  and  Philip  and  Mary  must  have  been 
in  a  very  sorry  state  by  the  time  of  the  great  re-coinage.  As  will  be  seen  from  the 
total,  out  of  nearly  20,000,000  pounds  worth  of  silver  struck,  only  10,000,000 
remained  in  circulation  in  1695,  7,000,000  being  hammered  coinage,  most  of  which 
was  in  very  bad  condition.  Haynes  also  gives  his  account  of  the  reasons  for  the  loss 
of  10,000,000  pounds  worth  of  coinage.  Melted  down  for  export  to  Holland 
£2,300,000;  melted  down  for  silver,  mostly  plate,  from  1552  onwards  £1,440,000; 
melted  down  for  the  East  India  Company’s  trading  at  £30,000  per  annum; 
£4,320,000;  by  export  in  bullion  to  Norway,  France  and  other  countries  at  £10,000 
per  annum — £1,440,000;  money  made  up  from  civil  war  hoards  and  not  discovered 
—£500,000.  Total  £10,000,000. 
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Let  us  now  consider  the  important  monetary  legislation  approved  between  1660 
and  1666.  The  first  of  these  was  the  Prohibition  Proclamation  of  1661  which  forbade 
the  export  of  gold  and  silver  bullion  and  gold  and  silver  coins  at  higher  prices  than 
those  given  by  the  mint;  this  unfortunately  had  little  effect  and  gold  bullion  and 
coins  were  exported  in  great  quantities  in  the  summer  of  1661  due  to  the  higher  gold 
prices  on  the  Continent.  This  led  to  a  crying  up  of  the  gold  hammered  coins  on 
the  26th  August  that  year.  The  gold  unite  current  at  that  time  for  22s.  was  increased 
in  denominational  value  to  23s.  6d.j  the  double  crown,  Britten  crown,  Thistle  crown 
and  gold  half  crown  all  being  cried  up  in  proportion.  The  same  Proclamation  stated 
that  any  coin  which  was  lighter  than  the  official  weight  could  be  refused  in  payment 
and  re-stated  that  it  was  a  criminal  offence  to  export  coins  or  bullion  at  enhanced 
prices. 

As  a  deterrent  to  clipping  and  counterfeiting  it  was  decided  at  the  end  of  1661 
that  henceforth  English  coins  should  be  struck  by  machinery  and  on  January  17th 
1662  an  Order  in  Council  authorised  payment  of  1,400  to  Sir  William  Parkhurst 
and  Sir  Anthony  St.  Leger,  Wardens  of  the  Mint,  for  providing  engines  and  machinery 
for  making  milled  coins. 

Although  milled  coins  were  less  liable  to  clipping  they  were  much  more  liable  to 
be  melted  down  or  hoarded  than  hammered  coins  and  Parliament  passed  a  Law  on 
December  20th  1662  prohibiting  the  melting  of  current  coins. 

An  Act  of  1663  permitted  the  free  export  of  bullion  and  foreign  coins  (though  not 
English  coins)  and  this  caused  large  quantities  of  bullion  to  remain  in  private  hands, 
the  owners  obviously  wishing  to  await  the  most  advantageous  time  for  its  export, 
consequently  very  little  bullion  was  brought  to  the  mint  for  coinage — this  was 
particularly  true  of  silver.  In  order  to  attract  more  silver  bullion  to  the  Mint  the 
Act  for  Encouraging  of  Coynage  was  passed  towards  the  end  of  1666.  This  Act  made 
coinage  free — in  other  words  the  King  did  not  receive  seigniorage,  the  expenses  of 
the  minting  were  met  by  imposing  taxes  on  importation  of  wines  vinegar  and 
beer — “  For  every  ton  of  brandy  wine  or  strong  waters  that  shall  be  imported  .  .  .  the 
sum  of  20s.”  (!) 

Unfortunately  this  Act  did  little  to  attract  bullion  to  the  mint,  the  main  reason 
being  that  the  market  price  for  silver  bullion  was  always  somewhat  higher  than  the 
value  given  by  the  Mint,  also  silver  bullion  was  still  exportable  and  coins  were  not. 

It  would  appear  that  the  Mint  did  however  receive  a  reasonable  amount  of  gold 
bullion  as  according  to  Haynes,  if  his  figures  can  be  relied  upon,  more  gold  was  coined 
between  1676  and  1696  than  silver.  For  instance  from  1676-1680  about  one  and 
three  quarter  million  pounds  worth  of  gold  was  struck  as  against  under  half  a  million 
pounds  worth  of  silver.  The  continuing  insufficient  supply  of  silver  coinage  after  1666 
and  the  apparent  failure  of  the  Act  for  the  Encouragement  of  Coynage  to  ameliorate 
the  situation,  led  to  a  great  outcry.  In  1671  Lord  Lucas  spoke  in  the  House  of  Lords 
inveighing  violently  against  the  prevailing  monetary  situation  in  the  country  and 
criticising  the  Government  for  failing  to  remedy  the  position.  The  account  of  his 
speech  which  appears  in  Ruding’s  Annals  of  the  Coinage,  is  worth  quoting  here  in 
full 

“  His  Lordship  began  by  stating  the  disappointment  of  all  those  hopes  under 
the  impression  of  which  His  Majesty  had  been  recalled  to  the  excise  of  the 
regal  power;  that  the  burdens  of  his  subjects  instead  of  being  lightened  had 
been  increased  whilst  their  strength  to  support  them  was  diminished;  that  in 
the  times  of  the  late  usurping  power  though  the  taxes  were  great  yet  there  was 
plenty  of  money  throughout  the  nation  to  pay  them  with.  Now  says  he, 
there  is  nothing  of  this;  grit  is  required  of  us  and  no  straw  allowed  to  make  it. 
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For  that  our  lands  are  thrown  up  and  fallen  cattle  are  of  little  value  is  notorious 
to  all  the  world.  And  it  is  evident  that  there  is  a  scarcity  of  money  for  all  the 
Parliament  money  called  breeches  (a  fit  stamp  for  the  coin  of  the  Rump) 
has  wholly  vanished;  the  King’s  Proclamation  and  the  Dutch  have  swept  it 
all  away  and  of  his  new  Majesty’s  coin  there  appears  but  very  little;  so  that 
in  effect  we  have  none  left  for  common  use,  but  a  little  lean  coined  money  of 
the  late  three  former  princes ;  unless  it  be  of  copper  farthings ;  and  this  is  the 
metal  that  is  to  vindicate  according  to  the  inscription  on  it,  the  Dominion  of 
the  Four  Seas.” 

The  underlying  reason  for  the  preponderance  of  gold  coinage  compared  with 
silver  would  appear  to  be  that  the  denominated  value  of  gold  coins  had  been  raised 
on  many  occasions  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  century,  whereas  silver  had  never 
been  devalued.  This  crying  up  of  the  gold  coins  did  to  some  extent  prevent  their 
export  and  also  attracted  more  bullion  to  the  Mint  for  coinage.  Also,  the  most 
recent  crying  up  of  gold  coins  in  1661  had  resulted  in  their  being  valued  more 
highly  in  this  country  than  on  the  Continent  as  compared  with  silver,  the  natural 
consequence  of  this  being  an  influx  of  gold  bullion  and  a  disappearance  of  silver 
bullion,  also  during  the  seventeenth  century  world  production  of  gold  was  far  higher 
than  that  of  silver,  and  this  again  would  lead  to  more  gold  being  available  on  the 
international  metal  markets. 

Let  us  summarize  what  has  been  said,  because  due  to  the  war  monetary  conditions 
from  1689  onwards  were  somewhat  complicated.  Silver  bullion  was  exported  to  a 
very  large  extent,  and  milled  silver  coins  were  hoarded;  there  were  also  signs  of 
speculation  against  sterling.  Clipping  was  greatly  on  the  increase 'and  there  was 
practically  no  silver  coinage  struck.  By  the  end  of  1695  the  prices  of  gold  and 
silver  bullion  and  also  guineas  had  risen  to  an  alarming  extent  and  there  had  also 
been  a  considerable  fall  in  the  exchange  rate.  Briefly  all  our  economic  troubles  at 
this  period  can  be  laid  at  the  door  of  the  bimetallic  currency  system:  this  simply 
means  that  both  gold  and  silver  coins  were  legal  tender  to  any  amount  as  a  means  of 
exchange.  Gold  coins  were  valued  in  shillings  and  pence,  in  other  words  equated 
against  the  current  silver  coins.  Gold  coins  also  fluctuated  considerably  in  value.  The 
public  accepted  both  gold  and  silver  coins  in  payment  of  debts  although  the  gold 
coins  were  accepted  at  no  fixed  rate. 

On  April  9th  1690,  the  question  of  the  export  of  silver  was  investigated  by  a 
Parliamentary  Committee.  The  Committee’s  findings  were  as  follows,  and  I  quote: 
“  Over  seven  eighths  of  the  silver  export  was  shipped  off  by  the  Jewish 
merchants  who  do  anything  for  their  profit.  The  cause  of  the  export  was  that 
the  French  King  having  raised  the  value  of  his  coins  by  ten  percent .  .  .  made 
it  profitable  to  export  silver  from  this  country. 

And  here  I  quote  from  Chairman’s  report:  ‘  that  there  were  also  English 
as  well  as  Jew  who  for  their  advantages  would  doubtless  melt  down  our 
crown  pieces  etc.  and  sell  for  foreign  silver  to  the  undoing  of  the  whole  nation 
for  want  of  money,  unless  a  present  remedy  be  found  to  prevent  exportation 
of  any  silver  or  gold  ’.” 

The  Committee  suggested  three  remedies : 

1.  Total  prohibition  of  export  of  bullion. 

2.  A  qualified  prohibition,  and 

3.  Devaluation. 

In  other  words  a  crying  up  of  the  denominated  value  of  silver.  As  is,  unfortunately, 
all  too  common  with  reports  of  Royal  Commissions,  nothing  was  done  for  several 
years  and  the  exporting  of  silver  continued  to  a  great  extent.  Also  very  little  silver 
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was  coined  after  1689.  Again,  according  to  Haynes,  from  January  1st  1690  to  the 
end  of  December  1695  only  19,000,000  pounds  worth  was  struck.  In  fact  there  was 
such  a  scarcity  of  silver  coin  in  1695,  the  Government  attempted  to  retain  foreign 
coins  which  were  circulating  at  that  time,  by  raising  their  values  to  discourage  their 
export.  The  Spanish  eight  reals  was  raised  in  value  to  pass  current  at  5s.  4d.  and  the 
Netherlands  Ducatoon  at  6s.  8d.  Although  much  consideration  was  given  around 
this  time  to  devaluation,  that  is  raising  the  denominative  value  of  the  English  silver 
coins,  the  proposals  were  rejected.  It  had  been  argued  that  a  devaluation  or  a 
crying  up  of  the  silver  standard  would  not  really  affect  the  internal  prosperity  of  the 
country  and  that  devaluation  would  give  a  favourable  balance  of  trade  by  cheapening 
export  and  discouraging  imports.  In  the  long  run,  however,  as  has  been  argued  by 
economists  on  many  subsequent  occasions,  the  position  would  not  really  change  at 
all,  as  all  the  prices  of  exports  and  imports  would  rise  in  proportion  to  the  devaluation 
and  in  fact  import  prices  would  probably  rise  to  a  greater  extent,  and  this  would 
adversely  affect  our  trade  balance.  Also  prices  of  commodities  in  this  country  would 
also  rise  as  prices  of  consumer  goods  are  directly  affected  by  the  cost  of  imports. 
After  considering  all  the  proposals  originally  made  in  1690,  the  Government  finally 
decided  to  go  ahead  with  the  re-coinage  as  soon  as  possible.  The  proposal  to  devalue 
the  silver  currency  had  as  a  matter  of  fact  only  been  rejected  by  the  narrow  majority 
of  eleven  votes. 

Turning  now  to  the  chief  problems  connected  with  the  recoinage  probably  the 
most  important  and  pressing  were  the  arrangements  for  calling  in  the  old  clipped, 
hammered  coins.  Newton  wrote  the  following  suggestion:  “  considering  that  the 
unmilled  money  cannot  be  called  in  at  once  but  must  be  milled  by  degrees,  lest  the 
nation  in  the  meantime  want  running  cash  and  market  money;  it  may  be  distinguished 
into  several  parcels  and  each  of  them  called  in  and  milled  successively,  and  this 
distinction  may  be  made  either  by  the  weight  or  by  the  species  of  the  coin.  The  first 
way  would  be  troublesome,  the  latter  is  easy  and  expedite.  For  half  crowns,  shillings 
and  six  pences  are  easily  distinguished  and  separated,  and  so  are  the  half  crowns  of 
one  king  from  those  of  another.  It  may  be  proposed  therefore  that  the  half  crowns 
(as  being  most  liable  to  falsification)  be  first  called  in  while  the  shillings  and  six 
pences  pass  for  market  money  (i.e.  current  coin)  and  that  among  the  half  crowns  the 
unmilled  ones  of  Charles  II  be  first  called  in  and  milled,  and  then  those  of  Charles  I 
and  so  on.  Or  else  for  greater  despatch,  the  half  crowns  of  two  kings  (Charles  I 
and  II)  be  first  called  in  together  and  afterwards  the  rest.” 

One  of  the  greatest  problems  on  the  recall  of  the  clipped  hammered  silver  coins 
was  the  fixing  of  the  successive  dates  on  which  the  various  coins  should  be  de¬ 
monetised.  Should  too  long  a  period  of  grace  elapse  further  clipping  might  occur, 
and  if  the  dates  were  too  close  together  many  coins  might  be  overlooked  and  the 
Mint  would  be  faced  with  the  problem  of  coining  a  very  large  quantity  of  silver  in  a 
very  short  space  of  time.  Eventually  it  was  decided  that  from  and  after  January  1st 
1696  no  clipped  hammered  crowns  or  half  crowns  should  pass  current  except  in 
payment  of  taxes  to  Government  officials  and  that  from  February  3rd  1696  no  clipped 
crowns  or  half  crowns  should  pass  as  payment  at  all  in  London  or  within  a  distance 
of  40  miles  of  it.  From  February  22nd  the  same  year  this  class  of  coin  should  not  be 
legal  tender  in  any  part  of  the  country.  From  and  after  February  13th  no  shillings 
which  had  been  clipped  beyond  the  inner  circle  should  pass  as  current  coins  for 
normal  transactions  other  than  in  payment  of  taxes  or  public  loans.  From  March  2nd 
onwards  such  shillings  should  not  be  legal  tender  for  any  transaction,  and  from 
March  2nd  onwards  also,  no  coin  clipped  within  the  inner  circle  whatever  its 
denomination  should  pass  as  payment  except  to  Government  officials.  From  April 
2nd  1696  no  coin  of  any  denomination  clipped  within  the  inner  circle  should  pass  as 
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any  payment  whatsoever.  Newton’s  suggestion  was  adopted  with  modifications  and 
crowns  and  half  crowns  were  to  be  called  in  first.  The  immediate  effect  of  this 
Proclamation  on  the  general  public  was  one  of  complete  confusion  as  people  im¬ 
mediately  suspected  that  crowns  and  half  crowns  might  still  be  in  their  possession  on 
January  1st  1696,  at  which  date  they  ceased  to  be  legal  tender  for  normal  transactions 
and  therefore  they  refused  to  accept  them  in  change.  Some  Government  Officials 
also  refused  to  accept  face  issue  silver  coins  of  Henry  VIII  and  Edward  VI  particularly 
and  a  Proclamation  was  issued  on  January  4th  1696  stating  inter  alia  that  clipped 
coins  of  base  silver  would  be  accepted  by  the  Exchequer  at  their  face  value. 

On  January  17th  1696  the  Act  for  remedying  the  ill  state  of  the  coin  of  the 
kingdom  was  passed:  among  other  things  this  Act  extended  the  dates  for  the  recall 
of  the  coins  as  it  had  been  found  that  the  dates  just  mentioned  were  too  early  to  be 
practical.  This  Act  is  somewhat  long  and  involved  but  the  salient  features  were  that 
it  allow’ed  all  clipped  coins  to  be  current  for  payment  of  taxes  to  the  Government 
I  until  May  4th  1696,  and  for  payment  of  loans  to  the  Exchequer  until  June  24th  1696. 
This  would,  of  course,  expose  the  coins  to  further  clipping  during  the  interim  period 
during  the  dates  originally  announced  and  the  amended  date  in  the  Act  of  January 
1 7th.  One  of  the  measures  taken  to  prevent  this  is  quite  well  known ;  that  of  punching 
certain  undipped  coins  through  the  centre.  The  wording  of  the  original  Act  relating 
to  this  practice  is  somewhat  quaint  and  I  quote:  “And  in  regard  such  of  the  coins 
of  this  realm  formerly  made  with  a  hammer  and  not  by  the  mill  and  press  and  which 
do  at  this  time  remain  whole  and  undipped  will  still  be  most  liable  and  subject  to 
that  most  pernicious  crime  of  dipping  or  rounding  by  wicked  persons  who  regard 
their  own  unjust  lucre  more  than  the  preservation  of  their  native  country,  for  the 
better  prevention  thereof  be  it  further  enacted  .  .  .  that  every  person  having  such 
undipped  hammered  monies  in  his,  her  or  their  hands,  custody  or  possession,  do 
before  the  10th  day  of  February  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety  five  or  before 
they  dispose  of  the  same  call  such  undipped  monies  to  be  struck  through  the  middle 
of  ever>^  piece  with  a  solid  punch  that  shall  make  a  hole  without  diminishing  the  silver 
and  that  after  the  said  10th  day  of  February  no  undipped  hammered  monies,  that  is 
to  say  such  pieces  as  have  both  rings,  or  the  greatest  part  of  the  letters  appearing 
thereon  shall  be  current  unless  it  be  so  struck  through  and  if  any  piece  struck  through 
shall  appear  afterwards  to  be  clipped  no  person  shall  tender  or  receive  the  same  in 
payment  under  penalty  of  forfeiting  as  much  as  the  clipped  money  so  punched 
through  shall  amount  to  in  sale  to  be  recovered  for  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish 
where  such  money  shall  be  so  tendered  or  received  etc.  etc.  etc.”  Simplified,  this 
part  of  the  Act  provided  that  all  denominations  of  hammered  coins  which  still  bore 
part  of  the  inscription  and  had  not  been  clipped  down  to  the  inner  circle  would  no 
longer  be  deemed  to  be  legal  tender  beyond  the  date  of  recall  unless  they  were 
punched  through  the  centre.  Unfortunately  clipping  of  the  pieces  which  had  already 
been  clipped  down  to  the  inner  circles  continued  to  such  a  large  extent  even  after 
the  Act  was  passed  that  the  country  suffered  a  further  loss  of  about  one  million 
pounds  (according  to  Burnett’s  History  of  his  own  times  published  in  1734). 

Naturally  the  financing  of  such  a  large  undertaking  posed  certain  problems,  also 
the  Mint  had  to  obtain  more  silver  than  could  possibly  be  yielded  by  the  melting 
down  of  the  clipped  coinage  and  on  March  6th  1697,  an  Act  for  encouraging  the 
bringing  of  plate  to  be  coined  was  passed,  by  which  Act  money  was  paid  to  persons 
who  sold  their  bullion  to  the  Mint  as  a  reward.  With  regard  to  the  financing  of  the 
operation,  an  Act  of  March  18th  1696  stipulated  that  from  March  25th  that  year,  for 
a  period  of  seven  years  from  that  date  a  tax  of  two  shillings  a  year  would  be  levied 
on  every  dwelling  house  with  under  ten  windows,  six  shillings  per  annum  with  ten 
to  twenty  windows,  and  ten  shillings  per  annum  with  more  than  twenty  windows.

MONETARY  PROBLEMS  LEADING  TO  THE  GREAT  RE-COINAGE 


It  was  expected  that  this  would  yield  a  revenue  of  one  million  two  hundred  thousand 
pounds.  The  actual  re-coinage  operations  commenced  at  the  Tower  Mint  on 
January  23rd  1696,  but  the  first  of  the  provincial  Mints,  that  at  Exeter  did  not 
commence  operation  until  August  that  year.  The  operating  period  of  the  provincial 
Mints  as  given  in  manuscript  records  at  the  Royal  Mint  are  as  follows : 

Exeter  August  1696- July  1698 

York  September  1696- April  1698 

Bristol  September  1696-September  1698 

Norwich  September  1696-April  1698 

Chester  October  1696- June  1698. 

Here  are  the  figures  for  both  the  Tower  Mint  and  all  the  Provincial  Mints  from 
February  to  October  1696  and  from  November  1696  to  December  1697.  It  will  be 
noted  that  the  amount  coined  by  Chester  from  February  to  October  1696  is  less  than 
half  that  coined  anywhere  else  as  presumably  this  is  only  one  month’s  production 
as  the  Mint  did  not  commence  operation  until  October  1696.  According  to  Haynes 
90%  of  the  recoinage  had  been  carried  out  by  the  end  of  1697.  Presumably  the 
reason  why  one  does  not  see  Provincial  coins  dated  1698  is  that  they  were  struck 
from  dies  dated  1697,  in  fact  in  Treasury  papers  of  May  21st  1697,  there  is  a  petition 
from  Rotier  who  had  been  dismissed  earlier,  for  payment  in  respect  of  500  pairs  of 
dies  made  for  the  country  Mints.  Haynes  states  that  altogether  about  five  and  a  half 
million  pounds  in  clipped  money  was  recoined  by  the  six  Mints  operating  up  to  the 
end  of  1697  out  of  which  just  over  two  and  a  half  million  pounds  worth  of  new  milled 
coins  were  struck.  This  would  indicate  that  the  clipped  coins  recalled  on  the  average 
had  lost  50%  of  their  original  weight.  Ruding  estimated  the  total  cost  of  the  coinage 
at  two  million  seven  hundred  thousand  pounds.  According  to  Folkes  only  ^{^326,000 
worth  of  silver  was  coined  in  1698  and  in  1699  only  ^^60,443.  16s.  Obviously  this 
latter  figure  applies  to  coins  struck  at  the  Tower  Mint  in  1698  and  1699.  The  total 
coinage  of  silver  up  to  1699  was  /^6,722,970.  0.  2d.  This  figure  is  also  given  by 
Folkes  in  his  tables  of  English  silver  and  gold  coins,  published  in  1763.

Galen  or  Aesculapius.  I  recendy  received  Somerset  Token  no.  90  (British  Copper 
Coins  Part  2  Tokens)  the  reverse  of  this  token  is  described  as  the  figure  of  Galen.  I  do  not 
feel  this  is  correct  and  would  like  to  propose  that  this  is  a  portrait  of  Asclepius.  In  support  of 
this  is  the  staff  held  in  the  left  hand  and  entwining  about  the  staff  is  a  serpent.  The  face  is  also 
bearded.  These  two  attributes  are  diagnostic  of  Asclepius,  the  God  of  Medicine.  Against  this 
would  be  the  use  of  this  figure  as  a  symbol  of  the  druggist.  Galen  would  be  a  very  suitable 
symbol  as  druggists  were  accustomed  to  dispensing  galenicals.  These  are  standard  medicinal 
preparations  containing  one  or  more  active  constituents  of  a  plant.  Perhaps  the  answer  is  that 
the  original  artist  was  commissioned  to  portray  Galen  but  inadequate  research  led  him  to 
making  a  portrait  of  Asclepius.  I  think  the  reverse  of  this  Token  should  be  listed  as  Asclepius 
rather  than  Galen. — Gerald  D.  Hart,  M.D.,  Toronto. 

Chinese  Currency.  My  friend  Laurence  Brown’s  really  apt  review  (in  the  Sept.-Oct. 
Bulletin)  of  my  revision  of  Schjoth’s  “  Chinese  Currency  ”  satisfies  me  that  my  mission  has 
been  accomplished,  that  the  new  book’s  controversial  introduction  finally  has  made  it  possible 
for  the  average  collector  now  for  the  very  first  time  to  embark  upon  collecting  China’s  coinage 
with  some  definite  knowledge  of  what  he’s  doing.  Possibly  the  sale  of  some  4,000  copies  also 
tells  me  that  my  mission  has  been  accomplished. 

My  “  kindergarten  ”  approach  was  prompted  by  my  recollection  of  for  how  many  years  I 
had  to  dig  to  locate  that  same  information.  For  the  advanced  collector,  all  the  original  Schjoth 
(with  its  few  corrections)  still  is  there. — Virgil  Hancock,  Bellaire,  Texas. 

Medals  for  Egypt.  In  your  November  Bulletin  is  an  article  by  Capt.  Morgan  on  the 
numbers  of  Egypt  1882  medals  awarded  to  various  units.  As  a  collector  of  Middlesex  Regt. 
medals  I  must  add  to  his  list  the  name  of  Lt.  E.  J.  Sharpe,  1st  Bn.  the  Middlesex  Regt.,  who 
received  the  medal  without  bar.  More  seriously  in  error  are  Capt.  Morgan’s  remarks  about  the 
Army  Post  Office  Corps,  especially  in  view  of  the  figure  of  three  officers  and  no  O/R’s  which 
he  gives  in  his  list  of  numbers.

The  A.P.O.  Corps  consisted  of  two  officers,  one  Q.M.S.  (almost  certainly  a  Regular),  and 
43  O/R’s,  whose  regimental  numbers  ran  consecutively  from  1  to  43.  They  did  not  stay  in 
hut  came  home  in  the  Autumn  of  1882,  and  went  to  Suakin  in  1885,  NOT  1884.  Of 
the  second  party,  only  10  men  and  one  officer  had  been  in  Egypt  in  1882. 

Other  regiments  which  I  have  checked  personally  in  the  medal  rolls,  and  which  disagree 
with  the  figures  which  you  print,  are  as  follows : — 

19th  Hussars  had  173  all  ranks  with  the  Tel  el  Kebir  bar 

R.  Munster  Fus.,  Lt.  C.  A.  K.  Hall,  medal  without  bar 

R.  Dublin  Fus.,  Lt.-Col.  W.  Cleland,  medal  without  bar 

R.  Fusiliers,  Lt.  Drummond-Wolff,  medal  with  bar 
There  are  numerous  other  “  odd  men  ”  officers  listed  in  the  official  history  of  the  campaign, 
usually  attached  to  other  units,  but  whose  medals  seem  to  be  usually  named  to  their  own 
regiment. 

One  final  point :  I  feel  that  collectors  who  are  not  familiar  with  medal  rolls  will  not  realise 
that  the  1 1  men  of  the  Royal  Navy  are  merely  those  who  happen  to  be  on  the  Army  rolls,  and 
that  these  figures  do  not  give  an  indication  of  the  rarity  of  the  1882  medal  to  the  Royal  Navy. 
In  the  official  list  of  officers  are  included  the  following:  Col.  Sir  F.  J.  Goldsmid,  Cinque  Ports 
Artillery  Vols.;  Capt.  Viscount  Melgund,  Mounted  Rifle  Vols.;  Capt.  J.  Ritchie,  Corps  of 
Signallers;  F.  Tighe,  Lieut,  of  Orderlies;  Lt.  F.  White,  14th  Middx,  R.V.;  Major  H.  Wiltshire, 
2nd  Gloucester  Engineer  Vols.  Does  anyone  know  if  their  medals  are  actually  named  to  these 
Corps  7—J.  V.  Webb. 

A  Cnut  Penny  from  Ramsey,  Hunts.  While  digging  a  garden  patch  in  the  grounds  of 
Ramsey  Modern  School  recently,  Gary  Richardson  (11),  unearthed  a  King  Canute  silver 
penny  minted  in  about  1018.  The  coin  was  about  a  foot  down  and  at  first  Gary  thought 
it  was  just  a  sixpence.  When  closer  inspection  revealed  it  to  be  something  else  he  showed  it 
to  a  member  of  the  staff. 

With  the  help  of  books  from  the  school  library,  Mrs.  V,  Chappie,  head  of  the  history 
department,  identified  the  coin  as  a  King  Canute  silver  penny  of  the  “  helmet"”  type.  Instead 
of  a  crown,  usual  with  coins  of  this  period,  the  King  is  shown  wearing  a  helmet.  The  inscription 
round  the  King’s  head  reads  cnut:  rex  ang  —  “  Canute  king  of  the  English.”  The  reverse 
side  consists  of  a  round  short  voided  cross  with  circles  in  angles  and  is  surrounded  with  the 
inscription  cetelm  to  eofrrc.  Eofrrc  is  a  form  of  Eboracum  which  is  the  Latin  name  for  York, 
CETELM  was  the  name  of  the  King’s  moneyer  in  York.  An  extensive  search  of  the  area  has 
failed  to  unearth  any  other  coins. — Hunts  Post,  Sep.  29thy  1966. 

Henry  IV  Noble  from  the  City  of  London.  A  heavy  gold  noble  of  Henry  IV’s  reign 
will  be  presented  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  Sir  Lionel  Denny,  on  Monday,  by  Mr.  J.  A.  P.  Charring- 
ton,  chairman  of  Charrington  United  Breweries  Ltd,,  at  a  small  ceremony  in  the  ^Mansion 
House.  It  was  foimd  some  months  ago  in  a  medieval  cess-pit  under  the  Dyers  Arms  near 
Cannon  Street  Station. 

Heavy  gold  nobles  are  the  rarest  of  all  the  English  gold  coins,  and  this  well  preserved 
specimen  has  a  market  value  of  ;C25000.  There  are  said  to  be  fewer  than  a  score  of  them  in 
existence.  The  coin  is  about  the  size  of  a  half-crown  but  thinner.  On  one  side  is  a  figure  of 
Henry  IV  in  a  ship  and  carrying  a  sword  and  shield.  On  the  other  is  a  cross  decorated  with  a 
flower  design. 

The  coin  became  the  property  of  Charrington’s,  who  own  the  Dyers  Arms,  after  a  treasure 
trove  inquest.  They  are  now  giving  it  to  Guildhall  Museum. — Yorkshire  Post,  Oct.  15r/2, 1966 

Verwoerd  on  Coin.  Mr.  Johannes  Vorster,  South  Africa’s  new  Prime  Minister,  announced 
in  Parliament  that  the  next  issue  of  one-rand  silver  coins  will  bear  the  head  of  Dr.  Hendrik 
Verwoerd. — Matichester  Daily  Mail)  Sep.  22nd,  1966.

Bath  and  Bristol  Num.  Soc.  The  opening  meeting 
of  the  1966-7  season  was  held  in  the  Bristol  City  Museum 
on  September  29th.  A  brief  visit  was  paid  to  the  Coin 
Gallery  to  view  current  numismatic  features.  These 
included  an  arrangement  of  reckoning  counters  and 
illustration  of  their  use  by  a  society  member,  Mr.  J.  M. 
Pullan.  This  particular  feature  is  on  display  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year. 

The  rest  of  the  evening  was  devoted  to  short  papers 
and  displays  by  members.  According  to  Mr.  J.  Shum 
Cox  (Chairman  for  the  evening),  the  “  give  aways  ” 
in  present  day  magazines  are  no  new  gimmick.  Between 
1773  to  1775  a  magazine  called  “  The  Sentimental  ” 
gave  away  a  series  of  13  bronze  medals  portraying 
characters  from  history.  Regular  readers  could  enter 
for  competitions,  the  prizes  being  silver  medals.  Mr. 
Shum  Cox’s  collection  included  one  of  the  latter 
depicting  Cromwell.  Other  interesting  historical  medals 
shown  by  the  chairman  included  the  commemoration 
of  the  opening  of  the  Tower  Bridge,  particularly  apt 
in  view  of  the  recent  Severn  Bridge  opening. 

The  site  of  the  former  Keynsham  Abbey  is  now 
partially  obliterated  by  the  recently  built  by-pass, 
but  before  the  road  works  were  carried  out,  archeological 
e.xcavations  were  made  by  the  Bristol  Folk  House  Group. 
Mr.  J.  Durnell  has  had  the  opportunity  of  handling  and 
helping  to  identify  the  numismatic  finds.  The  abbey 
was  founded  in  1167  and  destroyed  in  1539  and  most  of 
the  coins  are  of  this  period.  The  earliest  is  a  penny  of 
Stephen  struck  between  1135  and  1141,  which  is  only 
21  grains  light  on  the  original  nominal  weight  of  224 
grains.  The  reverse  is  weakly  struck  but  Commander 
Alack  suggests  that  it  was  struck  at  Oxford  by  a  moneyer 
named  Hargod.  A  penny  of  Edward  I  was  badly 
corroded  and  only  a  quarter  of  its  original  weight, 
whilst  by  contrast  a  penny  of  Edward  II  (Series  XIB) 
was  virtually  as  struck.  It  was  minted  in  Canterbury 
circa  1309.  The  remaining  mediaeval  coins  were  a 
Edward  III  halfpenny  of  London  circa  1350  and  an 
Edward  IV  half  groat  of  Canterbury  circa  1480.  The 
other  finds  included  a  very  small  peculiarly  marked 
silver  disc  identified  by  the  British  Aluseum  as  a  form 
of  mediaeval  token,  also  a  bronze  French  jeton  of  the  15th 
Century  known  as  an  Abbey  Token. 

With  the  impending  re-organisation  of  the  Territorial 
Army,  Andrew  Stevens  thought  it  an  appropriate  time 
to  chronicle  the  history  of  the  Bristol  Volunteers,  with 
particular  reference  to  their  uniform  and  insignia. 
The  corps  was  formed  in  1779  for  the  American  and 
later  the  Napoleonic  Wars.  Disbanded  in  1802  it  was 
hurriedly  reformed  in  1803  when  the  Peace  of  Amiens 
broke  up.  It  was  disbanded  for  a  second  time  in  1814 


at  a  farewell  parade  outside  Bristol  Corn  Exchange. 
In  1859  the  Rifle  Volunteers  were  formed  and  in  1861 
an  Engineers  unit,  the  respective  headgears  being  shako 
and  forage  cap.  By  1881  these  had  changed  to  spiked 
helmet  and  glengarry.  During  the  closing  year  of  the 
century  the  3rd  Battalion  (Mardons)  was  raised  for  the 
South  African  War  and  in  1907  the  Corps  ceased  its 
independent  existence  by  being  merged  with  the 
Gloucestershire  T.A. 

Air.  L.  V.  Grinsell  of  Bristol  Museum  reminisced 
on  his  recent  visit  to  Kutna  Hora  in  Czechoslovakia. 
This  was  the  mediaeval  silver  mining  centre  of  Bohemia, 
from  which  coin  was  circulated  throughout  Europe. 
The  15th  century  cathedral  of  Saint  Barbara  contains 
delightful  contemporary  murals  depicting  the  silver 
mining  and  minting  operations.  On  a  home  note 
Mr.  Grinsell  referred  to  the  groat  of  Edward  IV  recently 
acquired  by  the  museum.  It  is  of  the  light  coinage 
variety,  minted  in  Bristol  and  is  unusual  in  having  the 
“  i  ”  of  Bristoll  struck  over  an  “  e.”  This  provides  a 
significant  die  link  betw'een  the  coins  inscribed 
“  Brestoll  ”  and  those  inscribed  “  Bristoll  ”  and 
indicates  the  sequence  of  minting. 

To  round  off  the  evening  members  were  treated  to  a 
veritable  galaxy  of  treasures  displayed  by  Air.  and  .Mrs. 
Bagnall  including  Aes  Grave  and  Greek  gold  in 
beautiful  condition.  These  were  from  the  collection 
formed  by  the  late  A.  E.  Bagnall,  the  distinguished 
Yorkshire  numismatist. 

Birmingham  Medal  Soc.  The  meeting  of 
Thursday,  15th  September,  was  held  at  the  Friends’ 
Institute,  our  “  official  ”  home.  Cclin  Benton  showed 
us  one  of  his  “  finds  ” — Victorian  D.C.Al.,  Q.S.A. 
(6  bars),  Edward  VII  L.S.G.C.,  to  a  Squadron  Serjt. 
Major  Mander  of  the  7th  Dragoon  Guards.  Alike 
Bowen  had  recently  bought  a  scarce  pair  of  Q.S.A.  and 
K.S.A.  to  a  Nursing  Sister,  the  medals  looking  somewhat 
“undressed”  without  bars!  Julien  Loffet  once  more 
came  to  the  fore  with  a  gallantry  medal,  the  King’s 
Police  Medal  for  Gallantry,  and  Police  Long  Service 
Medal  (both  George  VI),  to  a  Sergeant  in  the  Aletro- 
politan  Police.  J.  Loffet  also  showed  an  EF  Ashantee 
with  bar  “  Coomassie  ”  which  was  named  to  “  King 
George.”  Many  theories  were  advanced  as  to  why  this 
was  so  named,  very  neatly  done,  but  nevertheless 
unofficial.  It  was  suggested  that  it  may  have  been  a 
native  camp  follower’s  name,  or  one  of  the  local  troops; 
or  then  again  it  may  have  been  a  medal  awarded  to  a 
regimental  pet  or  mascot — we  shall  never  know'! 
This  was  unfortunately  Mike  Bowen’s  last  meeting  as  he 
is  leaving  the  district  to  live  in  Norfolk — however 
as  he  collects  medals  to  that  regiment  the  move  may 
prove  of  some  help  in  that  direction.  Many  letters 
recently  received  by  the  secretary  from  other  medal 
collectors  were  passed  round  the  meeting  for  comment  by 
the  members  in  answer  to  the  various  queries  raised.

Birmingham  Num.  Soc.  On  Wednesday, 
September  28th,  the  meeting  of  the  Birmingham 
Society  was  particularly  well  supported,  and  we  were 
pleased  to  welcome  two  visitors,  one  a  fellow-collector 
from  overseas — Mr.  Sidney  F.  Phillips,  President  of 
the  Hamilton  Coin  Club,  Canada,  who  was  currently 
on  a  visit  to  this  country.  Mr.  Phillips  had  learnt  of  our 
whereabouts  through  the  pages  of  the  local  Information 
Centre  publication,  “  What’s  on  in  Birmingham.” 
Exchange  of  ideas,  and  comparison  of  the  methods  of 
collecting,  in  the  two  countries,  provided  interesting 
subjects  for  discussion,  and  we  hope  that  our  visitor 
may  return  to  Canada  w'ith  favourable  impressions  of 
the  Birmingham  Society — and  the  position  of  British 
Numismatics  in  general.  It  was  agreed  that  we  should 
maintain  contact  and  forward  copies  of  our  publication 
“  Cartwheel,”  as  available. 

There  was  little  general  business  to  be  dealt  with  and 
the  Chairman,  Mr.  S.  A.  Taylor,  introduced  the  speaker 
for  the  evening — himself!  Air.  Taylor’s  subject  was 
“  The  Indian  Rupee,”  and  the  history  of  this  particular 
coin  was  traced  from  the  first  type  issued  by  the  East 
India  Company,  up  to  the  present  day.  It  was 
intriguing  to  realise  that  the  story  of  this  coin  was  filled 
with  so  many  chapters — Hindu  types — Aloslem  types — 
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-Mint  -Marks  of  the  many  different  mints  producing 
rupees — “  Dump  ”  issues,  and  so  on.  Early  influence  in 
design  was  a  constant  factor,  and  the  first  reigning 
monarch’s  head  to  appear  was  that  of  William  IV.

British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  September  meeting, 
-Mr.  Michael  Dolley  read  a  paper  entitled  “From 
Hastings  to  Baginbun.” 

The  speaker  first  considered  the  state  of  the  English 
coinage  at  the  Norman  Conquest.  He  dealt  with  the 
numismatic  reforms  of  King  Edgar,  which  were  now 
believed  to  date  from  973.  These  established  coins  of 
one  type,  and  designs  which  were  called  in  at  regular 
intervals,  first  of  6  years,  then  of  3.  There  was  a  tendency 
to  over  value  the  penny,  which  led  to  financial  crises  in 
the  reigns  of  Canute  and  Edward  the  Confessor.  The 
number  of  mints  rose  to  over  60  under  Canute,  and  had 
f^len  to  45  by  the  reign  of  Harold  II.  After  the  Norman 
Conquest,  William  I  did  not  tamper  with  the 
fundamental  organisation  of  the  coinage.  The  Saxon 
moneyers  were  mostly  confirmed  in  office.  During 
the  reign  of  William  I  the  wealth  of  the  coin  in  England 
was  of  the  order  of  £37,500.  The  scene  in  North 
East  England  was  not  changed  until  the  rebellion  of 
1068-70.  The  numbers  of  moneyers  was  then  cut  down 
at  York  and  Lincoln,  the  2nd  and  3rd  mints  in  England. 

Mr.  Dolley  then  discussed  the  state  of  the  coinage  in 
Ireland.  Here  the  weight  of  the  penny  had  fallen  as 
low  as  10  grains  by  1065,  but  afterwards  rose  to  a  15 
grain  standard.  After  dealing  with  the  type  sequence 
of  the  English  coinage  during  the  reign  of  Henry  I, 
the  speaker  went  on  to  mention  the  coinage  of  Scotland 
and  'X’ales.  Finally,  .Mr.  Dolley  concluded  that  the 
Normans  preserved  the  structure  of  the  coinage. 
The  weight  of  the  penny  was  stabilised  at  22  grains. 
There  was  a  stylistic  development,  but  the  essential 
features  of  the  Saxon  coinage  were  not  changed. 
We  had  only  to  look  at  the  state  of  the  denier  in  France 
during  the  11th  century,  to  see  why  the  Normans 
left  well  alone. 

Cambridgeshire  Num.  Soc.  A  survey  of  the 
coinage  of  the  Roman  Empire  from  the  time  of  Diocletian 
to  the  fall  of  the  Western  Empire  in  a.d.  476  was 
presented  at  the  October  meeting  by  Mr.  G.  C.  Haines, 
a  member  of  the  society  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Haines  first  outlined  the  proposals  for  the 
government  of  the  empire  from  the  first  tetrachy  and 
told  how  this  scheme  failed  soon  after  the  retirement  of 
Diocletian  and  Maximiam,  and  then,  aided  by  an 
excellent  run  of  slides,  details  were  given  of  almost 
every  one  of  the  wearers  of  the  purple  from  Diocletian 
onwards  with  description  of  typical  coins.  In  this 
manner  the  varied  political  changes  were  made  evident 
and  the  gradual  change  from  the  reform  coinage  of 
A.D.  295  to  the  pattern  of  the  very  late  coinage  almost 
entirely  in  gold  was  made  clear. 

Some  of  the  points  to  which  special  attention  was 
given  included  the  coinages  of  the  usurpers,  the  title 
Rex  which  appeared  in  the  legends  of  the  coins  of 
Hanniballianus  (the  only  time  it  appeared  in  the  Roman 
series),  and  the  protraiture  during  the  various  stages 
of  the  period. 

The  Coventry  and  District  Num.  Soc.  The 
October  meeting  of  the  Coventry  and  District  Numis¬ 
matic  Society  took  place  on  the  6th  at  the  Three  Spires 
Hotel.  The  first  item  of  the  evening’s  proceedings 
was  some  excellent  coloured  slides  of  Egypt,  taken  by 
the  President,  Mrs.  Antionette  Brown,  during  her 
holiday  there  this  summer.  These  included  views  of 
Luxor,  Karnak,  and  Sakkara  the  City  of  the  Dead. 
There  followed  the  main  event  of  the  meeting,  which  was 
a  talk  by  Mr.  Phillip  Whitting,  retired  History  Master 
of  St.  Paul’s  School,  entitled  “  Coinage  in  the  First 
Golden  Age  of  Byzantium.”  Mr.  Whitting’s  talk  was 
illustrated  by  slides  of  Byzantine  coins,  statuary,  and 
scenes,  some  of  the  latter  being  early  colour  slides  made 
by  the  speaker  during  one  of  his  earlier  travels  in 
Turkey  thirty  years  ago.  He  outlined  the  coinage  and 
history  of  the  Byzantine  Empire  from  its  inception 
at  the  fall  of  the  Roman  Empire  in  527  a.d.,  until  its 
end  at  the  conquest  of  Constantinople  by  the  Turks  in 


1453  A.D.  Included  in  this  history  was  an  outline  of  the 
principal  Byzantine  emperors  and  empresses  during 
its  three  main  periods,  with  descriptions  of  the  coins 
of  the  most  prominent. 

Derbyshire  Num.  Soc.  The  September  meeting 
of  the  Society  was  a  joint  one  at  the  -^dult  Education 
Centre,  Derby,  with  the  Sheffield  and  District  Numis¬ 
matic  Society.  After  the  Derbyshire  president,  Mr.  D. 
Sherwin,  had  welcomed  those  attending,  Mr.  A.  Judge 
of  the  Sheffield  Society  read  an  excellently  prepared 
paper  on  the  “  Gothic  ”  crown.  It  had,  in  fact,  been 
voted  as  the  best  paper  of  the  year  delivered  to  the 
Sheffield  Society  and  contained  comprehensive  details, 
supported  by  quotations  from  official  documents,  of  the 
various  phases  in  production.  Two  specimens  of  1847, 
one  with  plain  edge  and  the  other  with  edge  reading 
UNDECIMO,  w'ere  passed  round  for  inspection. 

After  a  break  for  tea  in  another  room,  Mr.  E.  W. 
Danson  of  the  Derbyshire  Society  spoke  about  the 
seventeenth  century  tokens  of  Derbyshire  and  Notting¬ 
hamshire.  Among  the  aspects  he  surveyed  were  the 
trades  and  biographical  details  of  the  issuers,  the 
distribution  of  dated  farthings  and  halfpence  throughout 
the  period  of  issue,  the  use  of  local  copies  of  usually 
London-made  dies  and  the  correct  attribution  of 
tokens,  the  town  names  of  which  were  common  to  two 
or  more  places  throughout  the  country. 

Members  of  both  Societies  exhibited  coins  from  their 
collections,  and  many  keen  discussions  arose  in  the 
friendly  atmosphere  over  tea  and  after  the  formal  close 
of  the  meeting. 

London  Num.  Club.  At  the  October  meeting  at 
St.  Bride’s  Institute  on  the  11th  of  the  month,  Mr. 
Ralph  Merrifield,  B.A.,  F.S.A.,  gave  a  talk,  illustrated 
by  lantern  slides,  on  Roman  London.  Speaking  of 
Roman  buildings  in  London,  Mr.  .Merrifield  discussed 
the  site  next  to  and  under  Cannon  Street  rail  station, 
the  military  fort  built  in  the  early  second  century, 
the  basilica  and  forum  occupying  nearly  one  third  of  a 
mile  at  Gracechurch  Street  probably  completed  in  the 
reign  of  Hadrian  and  the  great  city  wall,  which  is  dated 
from  evidence  of  finds  to  the  end  of  the  second  century. 

The  slides  included  excellent  maps  and  artistic 
impressions  of  Roman  London  as  well  as  specimens 
from  the  finds  of  coins  of  the  period.  Several  pictures 
were  of  the  flat-bottomed  barge  found  in  the  river 
with  traces  of  its  cargo  of  rag-stone  still  evident.  Mr. 
Merrifield  explained  that  the  boat  was  one  of  those 
employed  to  carry  supplies  from  the  -Maidstone  area 
to  London.  Vast  quantities  of  rag-stone  were  used  in 
the  construction  of  the  wall  and  the  many  buildings. 

The  speaker  concluded  by  saying  that  there  was  a 
break  in  coining  at  the  London  mint  when  the  Romans 
ceased  to  use  it  in  about  a.d.  326.  There  is  a  probability 
that  striking  resumed  in  circa  383  but  it  would  have  shut 
very  soon  afterwards.  Members  of  the  Club  brought 
along  coins  of  London  dating  from  Roman  to  the 
present  time  as  a  background  to  -Mr.  Merrifield’s 
talk,  which  was  heard  by  nearly  fifty  persons. 

Orders  and  Medals  Research  Soc.  There  was  a 
record  attendance  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of 
the  Society  on  September  24.  The  General  Secretary, 
Mr.  Lundberg,  and  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Dawson, 
gave  their  reports,  which  showed  the  financial  position 
of  the  Society  to  be  sound  w'ith  an  ever  increasing 
membership.  Meetings  during  the  year  had  been  well 
attended  and  we  continued  to  receive  a  number  of 
enquiries  from  members  and  others,  including  public 
bodies,  regimental  museums  and  similar  institutions, 
all  of  which  we  answered  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

The  retiring  President,  Mr.  Harris,  then  paid  a  tribute 
to  the  work  done  by  the  officials  of  the  Society.  Mr. 
Lundberg  was  elected  President  unanimously,  and  -Mr. 
Harris  then  invested  Mr.  Lundberg  with  the  President’s 
Badge.  Thanking  members  for  the  honour,  Mr. 
Lundberg  said  he  would  like  from  the  chair  to  propose 
Mr.  Harris  as  a  Life  Vice-President,  and  this  proposal  was 
carried  unanimously.  Pressures  of  business  w'ould 
prevent  him  from  undertaking  to  carry  out  the  duties  of 
both  Secretary  and  President  but  he  had  found  a 
volunteer  for  Secretary  in  Mr.  Gooding  who  was 
duly  elected  to  that  office.  Three  vacancies  on  the 
Committee  were  filled  by  Alessrs.  Flatow,  Batty  and 
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Commdr.  Thornton.  After  further  business  had  been 
settled,  a  very  successful  auction  was  held  and  this  was 
followed  by  a  general  talk  between  members.  Future 
meetings,  tentative  dates  for  1967;  Jan.  28,  Apl.  1, 
May  27,  Sept.  30  (A.G.M.),  Nov.  25.  Two  informal 
meetings  to  be  decided  later.
